S.  IN  EDUCATION  IN  1929,  In  1942  HE  RECEIVED  HIS  MASTER'S 
Degree  in  Education,  with  a major  in  Physical  Education  and  minor  in  Safety  Edu- 
cation, FROM  THE  Pennsylvania  State  College,  He  has  also  taken  educational  courses 
AT  Springfield  College,  Springfield,  Massachusetts,  and  at  George  Washington  Uni- 
versity, Washington,  D,  C,  Mr,  Stehman  was  an  instructor  in  Lemoyne  High  School, 
Le?40yne,  Pennsylvania,  from  1930  to  1 935;  served  on  the  faculty  of  the  McCaskey  High 
School,  Lancaster,  Pennsylvania  until  1945,  In  1937  Driver  Education  was  introduced 
into  the  McCaskey  High  School  curriculum,  with  Mr,  Stehman  in  charge.  As  the  first 
Chief  of  the  comparatively  young  Division  of  Highway  Safety  Education,  he  is  re- 
sponsible for  setting  up  State-wide  programs  in  Highway  Safety  Education  in  the  ele- 
mentary,. junior,  and  senior  high  schools  throughout  the  State, 


EDUCATION  FOR  SAFETY  - A RF^  NEED  LN  OUR  SCHOOLS

While  modern  civilization  has  brought  Into  our  lives  many  new  cures  for 
disease,  many  devices  to  save  time,  and  many  devices  to  save  labor.  It  has  not  yet 
evolved  that  supergadget  - a devise  to  save  us  from  accidents.  The  many  accidents 
which  accompany  the  stepped-up  tempo  of  our  dally  living  call  for  a comprehensive  edu- 
cational program  of  accident  prevention.  The  automobile  which  gives  us  so  much  pleasure 
and  which  has  become  a must  In  our  lives  Is  almost  synonymous  with  the  word  accident. 
Statistics  shov/  that  boys  and  girls  of  school  age  are  all  too  frequently  Involved  In 
automobile  accidents  both  as  a driver  and  a pedestrian.  One  can  readily  see,  then,  why 
It  Is  Important  to  provide  education  for  safe  living  and  the  conservation  of  human  life. 
The  variegated  offerings  of  the  modern  curriculum  are  of  no  avail  if  a life  is  lost  or  a 
body  is  hopelessly  injured  by  a careless  accident. 

The  adventurous  spirit  of  youth  and  the  Increasing  centralization  of  population 
have  brought  about  an  Increasing  number  of  automobile  casualties  and  these  In  turn  have  neces- 
sitated the  establishment  In  our  schools  of  courses  of  study  to  meet  these  conditions.  That 
the  public  Is  rapidly  awakening  to  the  lmportan.ce  of  the  need  for  Safety  Education  Is  ^own  In 
the  Increasing  number  of  State  laws  and  regulations  requiring  safety  education  to  be  taught  In 
the  public  schools.  Highioay  Safety  and  Driver  Education  and  Training  have  become  an  essential 
part  of  the  education  of  all  Persons. 

PROGRESS  l!4  DRIVER  TRAINING 

We  are  off  to  a good  start  In  Pennsylvania  In  our  Driver  Education  and  Training 
program,  but  we  niist  do  better.  The  State  Council  of  Education  has  approved  the  teaching  of 
Highway  Safety  Education,  and  the  General  .Assembly  In  1947  enacted  legislation  (Act  474)  which 
provides  that  Hlghv^’ay  Safety  Education  may  be  taught  and  schools  may  provide  for  liability  In- 
surance on  the  cars  owned  or  operated  by  the  school  district. 
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At  least  (Xie  or  more  courses  have  been  established  In  forty-eight  of  the  sixty- 
seven  counties  (see  accompanying  map);  and  It  Is  encouraging  to  note  that  the  small  rural 
schools  are  making  as  earnest  endeavors  as  the  large  city  schools.  Wlille  the  more  densely 
populated  counties  show  the  greatest  number  of  high  schools  conducting  such  courses,  one 
county  with  tliree  small  schools  has  started  the  program. In  each  of  them.  The  Driver  Education 
and  Training  Program  Is  ifjakl.ng  headway -In  all  four  classes  of  Pennsylvania’s  school  districts.

Becavse  safety  is  concerned  vjith  attitvdes  and  techniques  as  well  as  knowledge 
and  theory,  it  is  essential  that  the  teacher  in  this  field  receive  practical  training  just  as 
the  teacher  of  any  other  subject.  Laboratory  experience  Ln  Safety  Education  Is  essential  for 
Driver  Education  and  Training..  The  Instructor  must  be  the  example  In  personal  practice  and 
manipulative  skills  for  the  student.  The  adequately  trained  teachers  of  this  course  set  up  a 
program  of  practical  activities.  They  teach  students  through  these  class  activities,  thus 
carrying  out  the  principle  that  students  learn  hy  doing.  They  teach  the  right  way  - the  safe 
way.  Every  activity  must  be  performed  In  some  manner.  It  takes  no  longer  to  perform  It  the 
right  way  than  It  takes  to  perform  It  the  wrong  v/ay,  the  Incorrect  or  unsafe  way.  in  the  be- 
ginning It  may  take  ttee  for  the  teacher  and  the  student  to  learn  the  correct  way,  but  once 
learned  and  practical  a desirable  habit  Is  formed. 

NEED  FOR  TRAINED  INSTRUCTORS 

To  assure  adequately  trained  teachers  the  State  Council  of  Education  on  January 
9,  1S48  established  definite  regulations  for  certification  of  teachers  In  Hlghw.ay  Safety  Edu- 
■catlon.  This  program  went  Into  effect  September  1,  1948.  There  are  now  twenty- five  approved  ' 
Institutions  In  Perjnsylvanla  where  teachers  m.ay  secure  adequate  Instruction  In  Safety  Education. 
These  Institutions  are  making  available  approved  courses  In  the  field  to  students,  prospective 
teachers,  and  teachers  In  service.  Trained  and  informed  teachers  are  a furdanental  need  if  we 
are  to  expect  encouraging  results  to^oard  solving  our  prohlen^  in  the  field  of  Safety  Education . 

NEED  FOR  COMPREHENSIVE  SAFETY  PROGRAM 

We  iiiust  not  forget  the  other  chases  of  a comprehensive  safety  education  program. 

It  is  our  aim  to  establish  such  a course  of  accident  prevention  that  it  will  extend  from  the 
first  to  the  twelfth  grade  in  the  public  schools.  A well-planned,  flexible  program  should  In- 
clude units  In  Safety  at  School,  Safety  at  Horrie,  and  Safety  In  the  Community,  it  should  be 
directed  toward  developing  in  the  child  an  appreciation  of  the  need  for  safety  in  relation  to 
himself,  his  family,  and  his  community.  Instruction  may  be  Integrated  with  such  courses  ad 
health  Instruction,  physical  education,  art,  music,  social  studies,  arithmetic,  reading,  and 
English. 
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We  imst  enlarge  or  orranl^e  tlis  school  safety  patrol  program  In  every  elementary 
school  of  the  COToonv-^ealth,  utilising  responsible  pupils  to  lasure  the  safety  of  children  who 
must  walk  along:  hazardous  routes  to  and  from  school,  and  especially  at  Intersections  located 
near  the  school. 

BICYCLE  SAFETY  IS  IHPORTAfiT 

Because  of  the  rapid  Increase  In  the  use  of  the  bicycle,  especially  among  boys 
and  girls  of  school  age,  and  their  Involvernent  In  motor  vehicle  traffic  accidents,  there  is  a 
need  for  teaching  boys  and  girls  bicycle  safety,  'fhe  bicycle  has  the  same  rights  on  the  high- 
ways as  the  automobile,  but  It  must  be  remembered  that  along  with  the  privileges  granted  to 
the  cyclist  by  the  Pennsylvania  Vehicle  Coi^e  there  ere  also  definite  obligations  and  rules 
which  he  must  obey.  Too  much  emphasis  cannot  be  placed  upon  careful,  coaslderate  riding  and 
observance  of  safe  rules  of  riding.  In  addition  to  observing  all  traffic  regulations  and  mles 
specifically  covering  bicycling.  Lack  of  consideration  for  fellow-riders,  pedestrians,  or 
motorists  brings  condemnation  upon  all  bicyclists.  The  fact  tha.t  the  accident  rate  Involving 
bicyclists  has  been  rising  steadily  Indicates  the  need  for  bicycle  safety  education.  In  full 
support  of  this  need,  statistics  Indicate  that  three-fourths  of  all  bicycle  riders  Involved  In 
accidents  were  violating  traffic  laws. 

INSTITUTES  FOR  SCHOOL  BUS  DRIVERS 

'Ihe  school  bus  driver  Is  charged  with  an  Important  task.  Ke  Is  not  only  the 
guardian  of  the  safety  of  the  children  whose  lives  are  entrusted  to  his  care  but  he  Is  the 
custodian  of  valuable  equipment  which  should  operate  at  the  peak  of  efficiency  and  economy. 
Morever,  because  of  the  time  he  spends  with  pupils  on  the  way  to  and  fron  school  he  Is  In  a 
position  to  exert  considerable  Influence  In  shaping  the  lives  of  his  youthful  charges.  There- 
fore, The  Division  of  Highway  Safety  Education  and  Public  Service  Institute,  In  conjunctlcsi 
with  the  Cffunty  Superintendents  of  Pennsylvania  Schools,  are  now  conducting  institutes  for 
school  bus  drivers.  Thes°  school  bus  Institutes  are  designed  to  acoualnt  school  bus  drivers, 
school  administrators,  and  school  board  members  with  the  basic  principles  of  safe  and  econo- 
mical transportation.  Lectures,  demonstrations,  panels,  psychophysical  tests,  road  tests, 
and  training  films  =re  eirployed  as  teaching  techniques  during  the  Institute.  Speakers  are 
secured  from,  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction,  the  PerJisylvanla  State  Police,  the  Ameri- 
can Red  Cross,  local  c(2nmerela.l  transportation  companies,  local  school  officials  and  bus  drivers. 

ADULT  EDUCATION  IH  SCHOOLS 

Approximately  forty  school  districts  In  the  Commonwealth  are  conducting  Adult 
Education  Programs  In  conjui'ictlon  with  their  High  School  Driver  Education  Program.  This  vas 
rsade  possible  through  the  Extension  Education  Program  whereby  school  districts  can  receive 
financial  aid  for  this  program.  The  work  Is  being  carried  on  In  the  evenings,  Saturday 
mornings,  and  during  the  simmer  mionths. 

Progress  in  Safety  Education  depends  upon  the  constant,  v^ole~hearted  coopera- 
tion of  all  concerried  - Fane,  school,  and  Community  - and  of  all  the  Agencies  vitally  in- 
terested in  promoting  Safety  Education.

A POSITIVE  APPROACH  TO  TRAFFIC  PROBLEM 


■ One  of  the  most  often  repeated  suggestions  received  by  the 
Governor’s  Highway  Safety  Advisory  Coi-imittee  calls  for  the  formation  of  a 

CIVILIAN  vigilante  ORGANIZATION  TO  PATROL  THE  HIGHWAYS  AND  STREETS.  USU- 
ALLY THE  MOIBERS  ARE  CALLED  BY  SOME  EUPHONIOUS-SOUNDING  NAME  SUCH  AS  ’’SAFETY 
OBSERVERS”,  "TRAFFIC  OBSERVERS",  OR  "T-MEN"  BUT,  V/HATEVER  THE  CHOSEN  NAME, 
THEY  ACT  ESSENTIALLY  AS  BUSY  BODIES,  SNOOPERS  AND  TATTLE-TALES,  THEIR  DUTIES 
BEING  TO  WATCH  FOR  AND  REPORT,  TO  THE  OFFICIALS,  ALL  SERIOUS  TRAFFIC  VIO- 
LATIONS THEY  SEE  COMMITTED.  ThE  OFFICIALS  ARE  SUPPOSED  TO  FOLLOW  UP  WITH  A 
LETTER  OF  REPRIMAND  TO  THE  PERSON  WHO  COMMITTED  THE  VIOLATION.  ThE  PLAN 
HAS  APPARENTLY  OBTAINED  SOME  RESULTS  FOR  THE  CITIZENS  TRAFFIC  COf/iMITTEE  OF 

Dallas,  Texas  and  has  been  recently  adopted  by  a local  safety  group.  How- 
ever, IT  IS  QUESTIONABLE  WHETHER  THE  RESULTS  OBTAINED  IN  SAVING  LIVES  WERE 
WORTH  THE  PAYMENT  OF  CREATING  HUNDREDS  OF  DRIVERS  WITH  WARPED  ATTITUDES.. 
DRIVERS  '71 TH  A FEAR  COMPLEX,  WHO  SEE  A SNOOPER  IN  EVERY  CAR  FOLLOWING  THEM. 

Fear  of  punishment  is  one  of  the  greatest  deterrents  to  wrong-doing,  but  it 

DOESN’T  CREATE  A DESIRE  TO  DO  WHAT  IS  THE  BEST  THING. 


This  negative  approach  to  solving  the  traffic  problem  is 

OFTEN  DEPLORED,  BUT  FEW  SUGGESTIONS  OFFERED  ACTUALLY  PROPOSE  POSITIVE 
STEPS  TO  BUILD  CORRECT  ATTITUDES.  RaTHER  THAN  INSTILLING  THE  DRIVERS  WITH 
A FEAR  OF  DOING  THE  WRONG  THING  WE  SHOULD  MAKE  THEM  WANT  TO  DO  THE  RIGHT 

THING.  Since  the  right  thing  is  merely  courtesy,  as  exemplified  by  the 
Golden  Rule,  it  should  be  comparatively  simple  to  develope  positive  ap- 
proaches TO  THE  TRAFFIC  PROBLEM,  ThE  HIGHWAY  USERS  CONFERENCE  HAS  RECENTLY 
DEVELOPED  AND  PUBLISHED  Enily  Post's  Blue  Booklet  of  Traffic  Etiquette 
"Motor  Manners",  WHICH  IS  A GOOD  EXAMPLE  OF  A POSITIVE  APPROACH,  ALTHOUGH 
ENFORCEMENT  IS  NECESSARY  TO  PROTECT  THE  90^  WHO  OBEY  THE  LAWS  90?  OF  THE 
TIME,  A COMMENDATION  FOR  A COURTEOUS  BIT  OF  DRIVING  APPEALS  TO  EVERYONE 
ALL  OF  THE  TIME,  TRAFFIC  SAFETY  IS  NOT  A PROBLEM  TO  BE  SOLVED  THROUGH  THE 
REGIMENTATION  OF  ENFORCEMENT.  RATHER,  IT  IS  A GOAL  TO  BE  REACHED  OVER  THE
